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New Policy Removes Booth

Last May the Hornet Foun- 
dation Board of Directors adopted 
an Attirmative Action policy. 
Tuesday the Board, acting on the 
recommendation of the inves- 
tigative committee formed to ex- 
amine how affirmative action 
guidelines were followed in the hir- 
ing of Brad Booth as textbook 
manager in the bookstore, voted to 
adopt measures to insure that 
people in hiring capacities 
understand that policy 

At a March 28 Board meeting 
the committee, consisting of Norm 
Better, Judy Holland, and Paula 
Mould, was appointed after the af- 
firmative action question 
raised by Vivian Green in behalf of 
Doris Gorin, a candidate for the 
Management position 

The committee met with acting 
bookstore manager Elroy  Lit-

tlefield and Foundation Coor- 
dinator Karl Lorentzen the day 
(April 24) after Booth had been in- 
formed that his appoimtment 
hadn't been made according to 
University Affirmative Action 
Policy was therefore nullified, and 
Gorin was appointed textbook 
Manager. 

Lorentzen and Littlefield were 
notified in the week prior to the 
change by University Business 
Manager Stan Pretzer that policy 
had not been followed in the Booth 
appointment and that the situation 
would have to be rectified. 

That notification, however, 
was merely a formality. Lorentzen 
had met earlier with Women’s Ad- 
vocate Kathy Barry, Acting Af- 
firmative Action Officer Taku 
Nimura, Director of Personnel 
Services John Samara, and Vice 
President for Administration 


No Astronauts

Dr. Clifford Wilson, well- 
known archeologist and author of 
Crash Go the Chariots, lectured 
last Wednesday, May 1, on this 
campus, sponsored by Campus 
Crusade for Christ. Subject of his 
speech was his disagreements over 
the book, Chariots of the Gods?, 
written by Erich Von Daniken. 

Von Daniken wrote Chariots of 
the Gods?, a current bestseller 
which deals with the theory that 
astronauts came to Earth several 
thousands of centuries ago, prior 
to the existence of the Bible. Von 
Daniken theorized that “oddities” 
on Earth such as enormous statues, 
could only have been construc- 
tured by the out-of-space as- 
tronauts who visited the planet 
long ago. 

Wilson, who holds a PH.D. in 
archeology, called his presentation 
“a Christian approach” to the sub- 
ject. He refuted Von Daniken’s en- 
tire book on the grounds that it 
goes against “archeology or beliefs 
in the Bible.” Wilson stressed that 
Von Daniken consistently puts 
down the findings of major scien- 
tists, archeologists, sociologists, 
and psychologists. 


“What evidence does he (Von 
Danken) give?” Wilson asked his 
listeners. “When you come down to 
the facts in his book, they aren't 
facts. This is typical of this man...” 


According to Wilson, Van 
Daniken assures his reuders that 
the astronauts only visited this 
planet once, but later on in the 


book he mentions several different 
dates in time that they were here 
Wilson said the book “is filled with 
conjectures and absurdities.” 

Wilson wrote Crash Go the 
Chariots especially to refute Von 
Daniken's book. 

In his lecture, Wilson cited 
several instances where Von 
Daniken made assumptions based 
on guesswork, not fact, throughout

AIM Members Beaten 


(ZNS) Six members of the 
American Indian Movement 
(AIM) were hospitalized Tuesday, 
April 30, after being severely 
beaten by police who used clubs 
and mace to clear a Sioux Fails, 
South Dakota, courtroom 

The beatings occurred during a 
court hearing for five members of 
AIM charged with arson duringa 
portest in Custer, South Dakota, 
last year 

The violence erupted shortly 
after 16 Indian spectators in the 
Sioux Falls courthouse refused to 
stand as Presiding Judge Joseph 
Bottum entered the courtroom. 

Judge Bottum, visibly angered 
by the sit-down protest, ordered 
police to clear the courtroom, and 
then promptly retired to his 
chambers. In the next few minutes, 
according to witnesses, helmeted 
members of the Sioux Falls Tac- 
tical Squad, wielding clubs and 
spraying mace, waded into the

CULTURAL PROGRAMS

Investigations and inquiries are 
in style these days. President Nixon 
has Watergate, not to mention his 
taxes; Lt. Governor Ed Reinecke 
has the ITT case, and now it seems 
that there has been a request to 
have the CSUS Cultural Programs 
Committee investigated 

Harry Aron, professor of 
psychology. has asked the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Faculty 
Senate to make a detailed. inves- 
tigation of the workings of the 
CPC. Aron says that for the past 
year he has been looking for an op- 
portunity to arise that would make 
an invesugation of CPC necessary. 
Recently, the reason arose. 

On March 28, the CPC sent a 
letter to Aron informing him that 
since he was often absent from 
committee meetings, they were re- 
questing that the Faculty Senate 
appoint a replacement for him 
They based their request on a 


Needs More Moiiey 


(ZNS) The Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation, which received a con- 
troversial $250 million loan from 
the government in 1971, is back 
again, asking the government for 
more money. 


Three members of Congress, 
with the approval of Lockheed, 
have drafted a special bill that 
would enable the financially- 
plagued company to recover more 
than $60 million in previously paid 
income taxes. 


Under the proposed bill, Lock- 
heed would be allowed to credit 
its 1973 losses against taxes paid by 
the company during the previous 


spectators section and began shov- 
ing people from the room. 
During the clearing operation, 
at least six Indians were injured 
badly enough to require hos- 
pitalization; among those injured 
was a detendant in the hearings, 
David Hill, who was clubbed to un- 
consciousness and who sustained 
severe damage to one of his eyes. 
The scuffle inside the cour- 
troom triggered a large protest 
from spectators who had been 
locked out of the proceedings. 


Courthouse windows were 
smashed, and at least five 
protesters were later jailed by 


police on riot charges. 

A delegation from the 
American Lutheran Church, which 
was inside the courtroom and 
witnessed the entire episode, said it 
would file a formal protest against 
what it called unnecessary violence 
on the part of police and court of- 
ficials. 


10 years. Under existing law, com- 
panies are permitted to off-set their 
current losses against only the 
previous three years. 

Congressman James Corman, 
one of the authors of the measure, 
calculates that the special 
provision will enable Lockheed to 
collect an additional $64.8 million 
from the U.S. treasury. 

It ts interesting to note that Loc- 
kheed, in its annual report to stoc- 
kholders, reported a profit of $16.8 
million last year. However, in a 
second set of company books 
which Lockheed uses for“tax pur- 
poses”, the company reported a 
sizeable loss. 

The Los Angeles Times reports 
that Lockheed’s tax books es- 
trmated an actual loss of at least 
$130 million fast year

Faculty Senate statute which 
reads: 

“Any” position on the Board 
may be considered vacant if the 
person holding that position is 
absent for three (3) consecutive 
meetings. That determination shall 
be made by the Cultural Programs 
Committee.” 

Of the twelve meetings that 
CPC held, Aron missed six, four of 
them consecutively 

But Aron says that the CPC has 
misinterpreted the Faculty Senate 
statute. He feels that the rule im- 
plies a lack of concern, a lack of ef- 
fort, and a lack of participation on 
the part of the committee member. 
and such implications do not apply 
to his relationship with CPC 

Aron said that when he missed 
committee meetings it was often 
because he was busy with other 
CPC matters. By way of illus- 
tration, he said he missed the 
March 27 meeting because he was 
involved in the Psychiatry vs 
Citizenship lecture series which he 
organized. He also added that he 
sent proxies to some meetings and 
that he kept in constant contact 
with members of the committee 

Aron feels that the CPC should 
have considered the reasons for his 
absence before they requested a 
replacement for him. 

He took his grievance to Om- 
budsman James Holden who 
referred him to Richard Cleveland, 
chair of the Faculty Senate. At this 
writing, the senate has been tied up 
with other business and has not 
made any investigation of CPC or 
of their request to replace Aron. 

But why an_ investigation? 
“Because.” explained Aron, “the 
university is not being served as 
well as it can be.” 

He doubts the competency of 
the committee's rainbow structure 
of students, faculty, and staff. “The 
people simply aren't competent to 
make a judgement and yet they're 
put in a position in which they have 


to,” he said s

Editor, the Hornet: 


We were appalled by the insen- 
sitivity and ignorance shown by 
you in publishing the degrading 
cartoon which pictured Mexicans 
as thieves and drunken sops. The 
commercial cartoon advertisement 
in the Wednesday edition of the 
school newspaper is again blatant 
proof that non-minority people 
generally lack either the ability or 
the inclination to accept Chicanos 
as multrdimensional people that 
cannot and should not be 
represented by “Frito Bandito” 
types of Anglo-created stereot ypes 
Allowing such material to be 
published ts not only in bad taste, 
but it is insulting to the Chicanos, 
to the people of Mexico, and to the 
meaning of Cinco de Mayo 

Cinco de Mayo to us does not 
mean a drunken, any-excuse-for-a- 
party occasion. For the Chicano, 


who has been denied the 
recognition of his heritage for so 
long by all institutions of the 


United States. May 5 serves as a 
reaffirmation and revitalization of 
what we were and are. In many 
ways Cinco de Mavo is of even 
more symbolic importance to the 
Chicano of the United States than 
it is to the people of Mexico. For 
these reasons wi nnot lightly 
pass over things that degrade not 
only us personally, but also those 
things that we value as symbols of 
our heritage 

We are sensitive to the rights of 
newspaper, even school 
newspapers, to print things at their 
discretion within legal and ethical 
limitations. We do not, however, 
believe it would be an imposition 
on your journalistic freedoms to 
have a policy against printing 
commercial slurs against whole 
groups of people. We hope that in 
the future you and your staff will

According to Aron, CPC 
members do not decide on the 
proposed programs from a 
standpoint of cultural merit but 
from their own moral and political 
tendencies. “The decisions are in 
part political...We have more of a 
cultural preference committee 
rather than a cultural programs 
committee,” said Aron 
But lack of competency is only 
part of Aron’s complaint against 
CPC. He also dislikes their at- 
titude. He feels that guests who 
come before the committee with 
suggested programs are often sub 
jected to rude insulting ques- 
tioning. “They treat people mean! 
They act as if people were 
beggars...I've seen people literally 
stomp out of those meetings,” he 
said 
In Aron’s view, the committee 
has been malicious and unjust in 





their dealings with him. He has 
asked the CPC to withdraw their 
replacement request and make a 
formal public apology. 

Aron would like to see the com- 
mittee reorganized so that prospec- 
tive members would be required to 
have some basic knowledge of the 


various cultural issues before they 
are allowed to make judgement 


But he insists that his basic 
concern is not whether he remains 
on CPC but whether the campus 
community receives the best pos- 
sible kind of cultural programs. 


Can't Farm Jungle 


(ZNS) An international team of 
28 scientists have published a study 
which concludes that the lush, rich- 
looking amazon jungle is incapable 
of being converted to farmland. 


The Brazilian government, over 
the past decade, has spent millicns 
of dollars to construct a massive 
highway that will completely en- 
circle Brazil's Amazon Jungle. The 
highway project has been 
promoted onthe assumption that it 
would open up millions of acres of 
lush farmland, and would one day 
help feed the world’s growing 
population 


The scientists’ study, however,

published by the Smithsonian 
Institute, warns that farming of the 
Amazon area could quickly turn 
the jungle into a desert 

Dr. J.P.M. Brenan of the Royal 
Botanic Gardens in England states 
that the jungle land is almost void 
of mineral nutrients. Brenan fur- 
ther explains that the plants in the 
jungle contain 70 percent of all the 
nutrients, while the soil itself ts vir- 
tually depleted. 

Another researcher, Dr. Harold 
Sioli of the Max Planck Institute, 
estimates that 98 percent of the 
Amazon jungle would not be 
suitable for growing any food 
crops at all

Wilson said this wasn’t 
so, claiming the map was actually 
made by a man about the time of

Von Daniken also claims the 
white stripes on one area of a con- 
tinent on the earth's surface was the 
work of the astronauts’ pressurized 
vehicles. This was also refuted by 
Wilson, who said these designs 
were made over tombs and were ac- 
tually the arrangement of designs 


by men on earth to show their 
reverence tor God 

In his book, Von Damkenalso 
mentions massive carved faces that 
have turned up through discovery 
He claims these heads and faces 
were formed by astronauts. Wilson 
commented that they were traced 
to carvings by ancient 
Mesopotamian warriors. 


Von Daniken also thinks that it 
was a physical impossibility for 
men to build massive pyramids or

construction. Wilson proceeded to 


tell his listeners that, while he was

Wilson, who was to return to 
his native Australia on Wednes- 
day. said, “Von Daniken tells us 
that the Bib/e is full of mistakes.

City and capture the seat of 
government for France. 



















































General Laurencez was sure 
that there would be no problem do- 
ing this. The French army had been 
undefeated for fifty years, and the 
Mexican troops were laughable in 
terms of equipment and training. 
Confidentiy, he gave the order to 
march. Only one obstacle barred 
their progress the town of 
Puebla. where four thousand Mex- 
ican patriots were gathering to 
make a stand, under the leadership 
of General Ignacio Zaragosa 


On the morning of May 5, 1862, 





the two generals and their armies 
tauced each other. Laurencez 
directed hts assault to the middle of 
the Mexican forces, thinking he 
would smash through and scatter 
the humiliated Mexican troops 
The French were met with such 
resistance that they had to fall 
back. Again they charged: again 
they were repelled. At dusk, a third 
attack was attempted. [The French 
general and hts army fled from the 
furrous Mexican defense, leaving a 
total of one thousand French dead 
on the fields. The entire plan to 
march tnto Mexico City crumbled 
and the French left in defeat 

The Mexican soldiers had 
reason to be proud. They had 
detended Puebla and their honor 
armed with old guns, hoes. spades, 
machetes, and whatever else they 
could find. Young boys, old men 
and women had also joined them in 
battle 


foday, the same courage sus- 
tains La Raza, most notably in the 
continuing struggle of the United 
Farm Workers. Courage is in the 
faces of barrio mothers, many of 
whom scent their young sons into 
battle for this country with their 
blessings. Courage blossoms in the 
young Chicanos and Chicanas who 
refuse to take “no” for an answer

The Sons of Champlin, hailing 
from Marin County, California, 
hypmotised the audience at Crab- 
shaw Corners Wednesday night, 
with their super-tight changes and 
expert musianship 

The Sons, who have been play- 
ing in and around the Sacramento 
and the Bay Area for nearly ten 
years, proved again that they can 
get down like no one else 

The first time | saw the Sons 
was in the Sound Factory 
(remember?) about six years ago 
Since that time, the group has 
produced four albums: Loosen Up 
Naturally, The Sons, Follow Your 
Heart, and Welcome to the Dance. 
Each album displays the unique 
style of The Sons — kind of a jazz- 
rock music, with a touch of

Bill Champlin, one of the

This article ts about a man who 
could take a basketball team and 
turn t)at ballclub into a winner 
Hi. name was Ev Shelton, and he 
died just a few weeks ago at the age 
of 75 from a heart attack 

Everett Shelton began his 
coaching career in 1924 at Phillips 
University, He moved to high 
school coaching for a time before 
switching to A.A.U. Basketball in 
1934. His 1936 Denver Safeways 
won the A.A.U. National title 

In 1939 Shelton entered NCAA 
competition for Wyoming. He 
helped the cowboys lasso eight 
Rocky Mountain championships. 
culminating his efforts with an 
NCAA National title in 1943 


Traveling abroad in 1951, he 
toured Japan, Korea, England. 
France, German, and Austria giv- 
ing clinics on the fundamentals of 
basketball 


Shelton’s last 10 years of coach- 
ing basketball were spent at CSUS 
His 1961-62 squad took the Far 
Western Conference, the Pacific 
Coast Eliminations, and went into 
the NCAA College Division finals, 
only to bose in overtime to Mt. St 
Mary's 76-75

He was awarded a coaching 
spot in the 1967 East-West College 
All-Star game, voted to the Helms 
Hall of Fame in 1959. and 
presented with the Silver Trophyin 
1969, a presentation made by the 
Metropolitan Intercollegiate

Harold Wolf, professor of 
physical education, and former 
CSUS basketball coach said that 
Shelton was always prepared for 
his opponents.

Ev would 
always look at what his opponents 
had and prepare his teams ac- 
cordingly.” 

Wolf also mentioned that 
Shelton made excellent use of the 
outside shot. His players were able 
to hit from their offensive position 
on the floor. Rather than forcing 
the ball inside, and risking a tur- 
nover. Sheiton’s players could 
make the outside shot and cause 
the defense to spread out, thus 
opening the lane underneath 

Hornet basketbal! coach Jack

Shelton’s championship teams in 
Wyoming had this to say about the 
man. “He was very stern, very 
dedicated. He would eat, drink and 
sleep basket ball. He was very much 
respected by his players.” 

Heron remembered Shelton’s 
advice to the players. He often 
cautioned them not to hang around 
with the “joke, coke, and smoke 
boys.” 

Apparently, one former player 
took these words to heart. He had 
already graduated while Heron 
was yet a senior. The two stood 
outside of the gym talking, Heron's 
friend smoking casually as they 
conversed. Who should they see 
walking up the sidewalk, but coach 
Shelton himself Shelton 
remarked, “Here's a couple of 
lively characters!” and passed on 
by. Heron turned to see a grim- 
mace on the face of a friend who 
had just put his cigarette out in the 
palm of his hand. An Ev Shelton 
reprimand must have had all the st- 
ing of a third first degree burn 

Everyone respected Ev's 
devotion to basketball. He had 
chosen his path in life and had pur- 
sued it faithfully. I don't think 
anyone can truly measure his con- 
tribution to the game, nor do I 
think that Ev 
rested on his laurels 

Even after retiring from CSUS 
Shelton hardly 
basketball. He was Far 
Conference Commissioner up until 
the time of his death. Just this year, 
he underwent a_ difficult hip 
operation which allowed him todo 
away with a cane. What did Ev 
Shelton say? “When I get rid of th:s 
thing, and I will some day. I'll be 
able to run those basketball clinics 
of mine right.”

A friend of mine has only two possesion in this world: an old blue 
Dodge pick-up and a 20-foot sailboat docked in Stockton, Califor- 
ma 

In keeping with the theme of this column (there is one, | think), I, 
of course, accepted an invitation to sail up the San Joaquin nver fora 
couple of days. | didn’t bother to tell him that I had never sailed 
before. | figured | could pick # up fast enough. 

We pulled into the dock about midnight, but there was not 
enough wind to set sail so we settled down to some serious card-

Earlier this week, Samara told 
the Hornet that this entire matter 
could have been avoided if he had 
the staff to review the hiring 
procedures of auxiliary 
organizations, which is how the 
Foundation 1s classified.

(ZNS) Wisconsin Senator 
William Proxmire says that the 
federal government could add low- 
cost ethyl alcohol to gasoline, 
thereby reducing the cost of 
gasoline by as much as 20 cents a 
gailon. 

Proxmire says that the U.S. 
Army laboratory at Natick, Mass.. 
has devised a new method of ex- 
tracting ethyl alcohol also 
known as “ethanol” from 
organic wastes at very low costs 

According to Proxmire, the 
new process can cut the cost of 
ethanol from its previous price of 
one dollar to just 20 cents per 
gallon. Chemists have already 
shown that ethanol can be com- 
bined with gasoline to produce an 
efficient fuel that burns more 
cleanly than pure gasoline. The 
mixture has not been used in the 
United States because, until recen- 
tly, ethanol was more expensive 
than gasoline.
